Dominating Playmatea 
By ALICE JUDSON PEALE 


In ;eneral it is certainly good for 


chiJdren to take their plaj-mates ss 
thi-jr come and to .'earn In Ilie proc- 
ess to ret along with all lorn. 


There !s. howerer. at least out ei- 


ception to this rate. Where a child 
happens to b« thrown, to the more 
or iesi complete exclusion of other 
playmates, a treat deal with one 
who Is older, more capable and of 
an especially dominating disposition, 
the less aggressive child Is being 
subjected to an influence which la 
not food for him. 


Children on the whole yle.'d readi- 


ly to domination. If this were not 
true they would not so readily do 
as their elders tell them. 


When this domination is exercised 


by another child who is iattreited 
oziy la asserting himself it It de- 
cidedly unhealthy for the child who . 
Is being dominated. It make* him 
timid, meek and perhaps secretly 
rorengeful with a tendency to try 
to get hit own way by unfair means. 
It derelops all the mott unpleasant 
fnrtlre traits of character aad pre- 
rentt him from learning to think and 
act Independently. 


When the dominating playmate 


happens to be an older brother or 
sister the -iltuition is especially bad 
for the influence is a far more con- 
tinual acd unalleriated one. with 
all the added complications of fra- 
ternal riTalry and jealousy. 


Such playmates should be sep- 


arated as far at possible. 
With 


brothers and ilstera It ii possible 
U help them cultlrate separate 
groups of friends, to iaterest them 
la different actlrltlei. 


Where the dominating child la 


merely a schoolmate or a neighbor 
It la easy to. help the other make 
now friends and to enlist the coop- 
eration of the school teacher In 
helping tbe child to break the unde- 
sirable relationship.
